Gprbachev, warning of impending 
"catastrophe," threatened Tuesday to quit 
unless the Soviet Union's splintering 
republics can at least preserve a military 
and economic union.

The Soviet president, who only a week 
ago was a prisoner of the hard-line coup . 
plotters who briefly toppled him, made a 
forceful and impassioned plea to the 
national legislature to maintain the 
country's cohesion or risk disaster. 

Shouting at times to be heard over the 
clamor, Gorbachev said the Soviet Union 
stood "on the point of collapsing" and 
_warncdt..“If_it.Jncs,..il_w.ould._be_a 
catastrophe." 

But tne Soviet president indicated he is 
willing to settle for a two-tier, union: an 
economic and preferably a rniljtory alliance 


Fears of chaosyinstabilitv mount

MOSCOW — The shattering of 
Kremlin authority has revived fears of 
ethnic conflict, border disputes, nuclear . 
arms in the hands of fanatics and the 
emergence of Boris N. Yeltsin as a bully 
at (he helm of Russia. 

“Everything that has been created for 
centuries by our ancestors, by our 
hands, is pollapsing,"- reformist 
lawmaker Oleg 'Rumyantsev said in the 
Supreme Soviet legislature on Tuesday.

KENNEBUNKPORT. Maine — Robert- 
S. Strauss, the new U.S. ambassador to the 
Soviet Union, hinted here Tuesday, thot! 
President Bush plans to formally recognize: 
the independence of the three Baltic states; 
by Friday. 

Strauss 'said Bush “will probably have; 
something signifiCAni to say on that, subject- 

anltecnd'ofthe'WBekrmaybcTjn'Fnday;"-?- 

Strauss spoke to reporters after a! 
discussion about the Soviet Union with: 
Bush and top foreign policy advisers. 

The ambassador, who flew to Moscow 
last week for several dajrs after a rushed 
swearing.-in ceremony iii Wosbington, 
offered Bush liis impression^ of the' 
working relationship between Soviet 
President Mikhail GorMchev and Russian 
Presidefm Doris Yeltsin and was cmitious in 
predicting how much of the Soviet Union 
will survive llie current turmoil. 

As republic after republic has taken 
advantage of Soviet communism’s collapse 
to assert independence, the Bush 
administration has come under increasing 
pressure io recognize the sovereignty in 
particular of Lithuania, Latvia and ^lonia. 
Although numerous U.S. allies arc moving- 
to establish formal ties with the three Baltic 
states, which were forcibly incorporated 
into the Soviet Union in 1940, the 
administration has been hesitant to act until 
the Soviet parliament has recognized their 
^independence., ^ _ ■ 

A senior official soTd Tuesday the 
administration believes the Soviet 
parliament wUl vote to grant Baltic 
independence by the end of this week. “It 
facilitates things for the United Stales for 
there to be a clcor decision" by the Soviets 
firsti the ofllcial said. 

"We need to be prudent as we try to be 
of ossrstance,” Strauss remarked, "and sec . 
that we really don't contribute to the 
problems of President Gorbachev and 
President Yeltsin, that wc don’t create 
more problems for them than we solve.” 

Another official said Bush wants to be in 
the position of “encouraging the reform 
process" by waiting for tfic Soviet Union to 
act rather than be seen as pressuring the 
central government. 

Strauss said Bush and other participants 
in Tuesday’s meeting “spent some time" 
on the issue of providing more U.S. aid to 
the Soviets. He reiterated the 
administration’s general position that 
greater aid “depends on what lakes place ini 
Moscow imdlinlitTlllloii.*' r*

proposal for a trust fund of $30 million to' 
finance technical cooperation in 
implementing market-oriented reforms in 
the Soviet Union.

Weather summary 

The National Weather Service say.s salelliic photos 
showed a broad area of clouds spreading north from 
. Nevada into southern Idaho Tue.sday. At the same time o 
Pacific cold front advancing onshore and inland from the 
west was spreading cool air into Idaho ul the upper levels. 

A combination of the moist and unstable airmass at the 
lower levels, much cooler air aloft and afiemoon heating at 
the surface produced several showers plus a few 
thundershoweni over the Gem Sluiet 

Radar charts showed the most widespread activity 
occurring in the higher elevations of central Idaho and up 
into the Panhandle, although heavy thundershowers fell 
along the southern Idaho border. 

Severe storm watches and warnings were issued for the 
Mogic Volley area late Tuesday aft ernoon as storms 
movetTnonhward from Nevada into Idaho. 

-The warmest temperature in the slate Tuesday was 95 
degrees at Emmett. Pierce and Headquarters reported the 
coldest at 33 degrees.

NASHVILXE. Tenn. (AP) — 
Militant environmentalists staged 
a mock nuclear plant accident 
Tuesday in front of the sKite 
Capitol to protest n proposal to 
consolidate U.S. nuclear weapons 
•n plants in Tennessee. 

The U.S. Energy Department 
scheduled hearings Wednesday 
and Thursday at Oak Ridge, one 
of five site.? being considered for 
a new weapons production plant 
to be called .Complex 2 1 . 

Also, being considered are Ihe 

Site in South Carolina, Ihe 
Hanford nuclear reservation in 
Wa.shington state, the Pontex site 
near Amarillo, Texas, and the 
Idaho Nuclear Engineering 
Luboruiories in southern Idaho. 

During the demonstration, 
sirens blared and white carbon 
dioxide flakes sputtered from a 
fire-extinguisher operated by a 
Greenpeace worker hidden in a 
box said to represent the Rocky 
. Flats nuclear weapons plant near 
Denver. 

Tom Clements of Atlanto, a 
Greenpeace compaigner against 
nuclear weapons, .said. the 10- 
second carbon dioxide shower 
represented nuclear fallout that 
Tennessee residents would see if 
they let the proposed plant be 
built. 


•'We’re totally opposed to Oak 
Ridge receiving this nuclear 
plant.” Clements told a small,

“Why is the United States 
government bent on modernizing 
its nuclear weapons capability 
now Wiat Ihe Cold War has 
endeS? Whnt this newly 
configured complex would mean 
is that the Cold War levels of 
nuclear wagons would be 
maintained.

Just as Whitney came back into 
the room, he said, Andrew bounced 
od'ihc bed and hit his forehead on a 
' sharp brass handle.on Ihe nightstand. 

“It looked like a big snakebite,’’ 
Whitney said: 

Andrew said he didn't cry at first 
- “not until I saw the blood." 
Whitney and William calmed 
Andrew down and carried him out to 
the kitchen. 

TircrcT^hlmcypufthc-ftrsi-aid- 
training he’d learned in the Boy 
Scouts to use for the first time: He 
and Willtam laid Andrew out on the 
table and propped a pillow 
underneath his head to elevate it. 
Then Whitney ran cold water over 
some rags and told William to keep 
pressing the rags over his brother’s 
wounds. 

Whiincy then called neighbors to 
take Andrew to the emergency room 
di Miig'ic Volley Regional Medical 
Center. Finally, he tried to reach 
Andrew’s parents at the restaurant. 

Unfortunately. Jane Miller said, 
the restaurant was so crowded that 
night that their party had to sit in the 
lounge, and the restaurant staff 
couldn't find them. 

“Greg. turned over every stone 
looking for u^" Mrs. Miller said. 
"He even called the restaurants we 


talked about going to, not-just-thc 
one wc left the number for.” 

Finolly, the neighbor took Andrew 
to the hospital, where he received 
between 15 and 20 stitches. She then 
went to the restaurant, found the 
Millers and told them what had 
happened. 

“When I found out I was 'Oh no, 
what happened to him?’ " Mrs. 
Miller said. "But 1 was really glad 
Greg was here rather than some of 
thc girls-weive had, because he 
really reacted with a cool head. He 
did oil the right things in the right 
order. Insicad'of leaving the kid 
bleeding and looking for us." 

Attcr — ATTdrS'w's father, n 
pediatrician, took the boy home, he 
told Whitney that he had cut a major 
artery in his head. “He was bleeding 
a lot," Whitney said. "Wc couldn’t 
figure out why he wouldn’t stop 
bleeding." 

Today. Andrew is a lively 7-ycar* 
old. and the only souvenir of his 
brush with death is a small 
lightning-bolt-shapcd scar on his 
forehead. When a visitor asks if he 
still bounces on the bed, he 
emphatically shakes his head “no.”'" '

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Bush administration will keep U.S. 
troops )n Kuwait longer than previ- 
ously planned to provide protection

We ore human and human errors do 
sometimes occur to foul up the paperwork 
(hat occomponics hospital stays - the 
transposition of billing numbers, 
processing codes, etc.

Perry, his gray hair combed neatly, wore a blue and 
red plaid shirt, gray bcltlcss slacks and block lasscicd 
shoes. He appeared somewhat nervous, his hands 
shaking slightly os he wiped his face several times. 

Isbell identihed Perry os a longtime Houston resi- 
dent who lost his oil industry-related job during the

$L3 billion Galileo mission gets 


attention from NASA officials 


WASHINGTON (AP) — NASA 
, may try to shake, rattle and roll its 
Jupiter-bound Galileo spacecraft in 
an effort to free a stuck antenna that 
threatens the SI. 3 billion mission. 

But first,' engineers will try once 
more to chill the umbrella-like an- 
tenna to shrink its metal mast in the 
deep freeze of space. Two s uch at- 
tempts have failed, but experts think 
Galileo was getting ^oo much heat 
from IheWn when it was only 190 
million miles away. 

The antenna temperature in this 
month's try dropped only to 220 de- 
grees below zero Fahrenheit. By De- 
cember, Galileo will be 15 million 
miles farther away from the sun, and 
the temperature will be 50 degree.s 
lower. 

“You try tliose things that are eas- 
iest," said Don Kettcrer. new In the 
job as the Galileo program manager. 
"Next is to go a little bit colder, we 
may trv some mechanical shock ac- 


may try some mechanical shock ac- 
tivity," ‘ 

Galileo, which won’t get . to 
Jiipiicr until 1995, has two antennas. 
The low, -gain antenna, which is 
working fine, dribbles data to Earth. 
The high-gaIn antenna is intended to 


send information from Jupiter in u 
flood of computer data. 

Engineers may retract the low- 
gain antenna and swing it out again, 
hoping the shock might .jiggle- the 
other antenna enough to di-slodgc 
three stuck restraining pins. 

If that doesn't work, engineers 
may spin the spacecraft 10 revolu- 
“tiohFa'sccdnd'to sec if the. umbrella' 
opens by centrifugal force. Or, they 
’ may fire on board jets to shake the 
antenna free. 

“I think there’s very little hording 
it," Kettcrer said. "It’s just a matter 
of a little jog." r 

Some engineers think, the dry, lu- 
bricant on the pins may have been 
knocked out in 1986 while the 
Galileo was being trucked from 
Cape Canaveral. Ro., to NASA's Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory in Pasadena, 
Calif. The Galileo lounch was post- 
poned bccau.se of the Challenger ex- 
plosion. 

Wesley Huntress Jr., director of 
NASA's Solar System Exploration 
Division, said loss of lubricant may 
have bcim a contributing factor but 
not the only culprit; 

"Silling m the truck in the position 


it was, it was quite possible that ad- 
ditional rubbing of the pins in the 
socket could have caused some loss 
of lubricont. or it could have caused 
some additional scoring," he said. 

Whatever the cause, engineers are

In 16 months television spent 58.5 billion 
in a shopping spree for big sports events. 
So what do get out of it? 

More junk sports, less to sec overall and 
bigger bills. 

Almost every one of the recent 
' mcgabuck deals has resulted in huge losses 
for the networks, and they’re determined 
not to let it happen again. 

“We can only hope that reality will set in 
for negotiations next time around.” said 
Dennis Lewin, senior vice president at 
ABC Sports. “Last time around, reality just 
wasn't there.” 

The new reality means more inexpensive, 
madc-for-TV Sports, independent 
productions, pay-per-view and less sports 
on tlie air in general.

Pay-per-view television is coming to 
the Olympics. 

For the 1992 Summer Games in 
Barcelona, NBC plans to offer three 
pay-per-view, commercial-free options 
on three channels, patriotically named 
the red, white and blue networks.

“You can’t build your woy out of the 
problem,” said Blaine County Sheriff Walt 
Fcmling.

TWIN FALLS - Protecting the state’s 
groundwater will be expensive, but not os 
expensive as cleaning up contamination. 

“We need to protect the groundwater 
because we drink it,” Paul John, director of 
state groundwater program,- told a public 
-meetin^tQ.presenLthe..stflte.’^,mft.plnn,fot 
protK&g groundwateYquality. 

"The'^ s^es involved are very high,” said 
State Sen. Laird Noh, R-Kimberly. The 
draft plan is the culmination of a four-year 
effort by 17-mcmber council. The final 
result will have a significant effect on the 
state’s industry and citizens, he said. 


In 1989 the stale legislature passed the 
Groundwotcr Quality Protection Act; 
creating the Ground Water Quality Council 
to develop a groundwater protection plan. 

The draft plan is a scries of policy 
statements, Jehn said. When accepted by 
the legislature, regulations will be enacted 
to put those policies into practice. 

But the plan needs teeth, said Ned 

Alert. The state needs to work on reducing 
the use of agricultural chemicals, he said.

TWIN FALLS - It’s Unrealistic to try to 
simulate the natural flow of the Snake and 
Columbia rivers to; save dwindling salmon 
runs. Sen. Larry Craig raid Tuesday. 

“I refcr.to the Endangered Species Act as 

God” because it overrides any other law, 
even the roost senior water rights, Craig 
told a meeting of the Mid-Snake River 
Study Group Tuesday afternoon. 

The Idaho Republican said he is 
concerned about the economic effects of 
listing several species of Snake River 
salmon os endangered or threatened. The 
National Marine Fisheries Service has 


proposed the listing to save dwindling 
salmon runs from extinction. 

Biologists blame the depletion of the 
salmon runs bn eight federal dams on the 
lower Snake and 'Columbia rivers. Adult 
salmon, on their upstream migration to 
spawn in native waters, ore able to pass the 
dams.through fish la'dders. But no such, 
passage exists for the young fish that must 
moke their way to the sea to complete their 
lifecycle. 

The young fish, which depend oathe- 
current to orient themselves, get los^in 
slackwater reservoirs behind hydroelectric 
dams. Many are eaten by predators, and 
many more die when (hey pass throu^ the 
dams’ turbines.

by drawing down 
reservoirs — would 
lock the Northwest 
economy in place in 
terms of growth and 
development, Craig 
said.

MOSCOW — Leaders of elite KGB 
commandos said they refused aq order to 
storm the Russian Parliament during the 
coup because it was unlawful, but could 
have taken the* building "in 20-3(nmil- 
UT5S," lu.s.-» reported Tuesday. 

Tlie Parliament building, known as the 
"White House.” became the focal point 
of the coup’s opposition, led by Ru.ssian 
Federation President Boris Yeltsin. Tens 
of thousands of Muscovites surrounded 
it for three days to stave off an attack 
that never came. 

Sergei Goncharov, deputy commander 
of the KGB's anti-terrorist Alpha Croup, 
told Toss that Viktor Karpukhin, then 
head of the unit, told his men to make 
prep.irations • to attack the Parliament 
building. 

Tlicy were first told of the coup on 
Aug, 18. when Mikhail S. Gorbachev 
was put under house arrest by the plot- 
ters. the news agency said.
